Our Public Ways. 

The streets of Louisville demand early 
and serious attemtion, and/under many at. 
tending diffieulties. 

Louisville has, within the new city tim- 
its, an area of twelve and a third square 
miles, which is large for a population va- 
riously estimated from 120,000 to 150,000. 
The street surface is also large, if not ex- 
cessive, for the tax-paying basis, the length 
of. streets, improved and unimproved, 
within the city hmits, being 148 miles, not 
. including alleys; and the area of existing 
paved surface 1,866,778 square yards. The 
drainage of these streets, both natural and 
artificial, is notoriously imperfect; and for 
paving material our local quarries present 
only a decomposing limestone, soon in 
dust and mud, Louisville, therefore, 
would bardly be selected among American 
cities as one particularly well adapted tw 
solve the problem of model pavements at 
mederate cost. Yet it should be remem- 
bered thie large area, and these broad 
streets, give to the city ventilation, health 
and that amplitude, or easy elbow-room, 
89 essential “to home comfort and so at- 
active to strangers. Deapite. streets, 
dust and mnd, Louisville is a pleasant city, 
where strangers linger and many stop. 

But, returning to the pavements, the 
Louisville problem appears to be just pow 
simply this: With a depleted treasury and 
a difficult reorganization under the new 
charter—with a numerous, talented and 
enterprising bar and an appreciative client 
public, and, finally, with streets so utterly 
and deplorably worn out that, in many 
cases, am entire reconstruction will cost 
Jess than repair—with all these difficulties, 
our Mayor and City Council, City Attor- 
ney and City Engineer, have seolight work 
before them to execute this charge as, in 
our judgment, it should be done, vu: 
Most prudently, most judiciously and most 


surely. 

Pertinent to the solution of this problem 
are two leading ideas: 

ist. The pavement experience of other 
cities. 
2d. How best to apply it to Louisville. 

For the first, the time is favorable. 
Reports, official and semi-official, come 
trom the leading cities, North and East, 
and especially from New York, Chicago, 
Baltimore aud Cincinnati, heavy with dis- 


gust at the failure of numerous experimen- 


scribing. Our purpose is to call attention | 


tal pavements, and generally dwelling more 
upon these jailures than discussing their 
remedy. The common error seemsto have 
been the effort to secure a model or aniver- 
sal pavement for each city, subordinating to 


| this idea locality, travel and fitness; acting 


too often upon some popular whim and 
fashion, or yielding to interested pressure. 
The resulting disappointment indicates as 
little study or reason as the original action 
which caused it, was ill-considered; for it 
is impossible to combine in any one pave- 
ment yet devised extreme durability, low 
cost and absence of roughness and noise. 
Fix first the duty of a required pavement, 
whether for commercial, ordinary or su- 
burban use, and the long and well-matured 
experience of very many cities, from Rome 
down, will suggest the principle and means 
of construction. The rest is good work, 
faithful inspection and prompt repair. 

For the better information of our gen- 
eral readers, we shal) briefly refer to the 
more important pavements reported upon 
in the several papers beforeus. We com- 
mence with New York. This city, with 
limited street area for its dense popula- 
tion as compared with Louisville, is unu- 
sually favored with water transportation 
for the best known pavement material— 
granite, gneiss, hard stone, bowlders, 
gravel, sand and timber; and labor there 
is abundant andexpert. Previous to 1845, 
the bowlder pavement, moderately exe- 
cuted but promptly repaired, was accepted 
asthe universal pavement. Next came 
the rage for experiment: the wooden hex- 
agonal, a speedy and ignominious failure. 
the Russ granite; the beautiful Telford, 
Macadam and gravel-paved roads of the 
Central Park; then the asphalt, concrete, 
cast-iron, and the more modern wooden 
pavements; and the improved Belgian 
block, in syenite, granite, or equivalent 
material 

The Russ pevement (“the nearest ap- 
proach to a perfect pavement yet con- 
structed in this city,” says the New York 
reviewer) was a close imitation of the old 
Roman pavements, of which traces yet 
survive. Granite blocks ten inches deep, 
ten to eighteen inches long, and from five 
to twelve inches wide were well laid upon 
a foundation-bed of concrete six inches 
thick. It proved very durable under the 
enormous commercial! travel of Broadway, 
New York, was very expensive in first 
cost, and dangerously slippery in bad 
weather. Hence it has been abandoned. 

The Beigium pavement is similar to the 
Russ, save in block dimensions, which 
nearly resemble the Nicolson wooden 
blocks. A gravel foundation also com 
bines to reduce its cost in New York be- 
low both Russ and Nicolson. Well made, 
ut is a durable, strong, sate, and economi- 
cal pavement, and, for ordinary business 
duty, is generally regarded m New York 
the most satisiactory yet attempted. In 
poise and the wear of vehicles, it of course 
does not compare well with the Nicolson. 


The Fisk concrete pavement is a compo- 
sition of broken stone, eoarse gravel and

coal or iron cinders. These are screened, 
and the coarser vortion, mixed with tar, 

is rolled on the roadway four inches thick. 
| The finer portion, again mixed with clean, 


| sharp sand, warmed, avd then, with tar, 


rosin and other cementing materials, is 
rolied ina layer of two inches over the 
first course of four inches; and the whole 
is covered with sharp sand. This pave- 
ment was at first very popular; and, rec- 
ommended by the Mayor of New York 
and leading citizens, two miles were 
actually ordered and partially laid down 
on Fitth avenue, at a cost of $133,453 06. 
expetiment terminated in 
failure; and, condemned by the same 
Mayor and leading citizens, the pavement 


patentees claim that the pavement was 
improperly laid down upon the bard sur- 
face of an old stone pavement. It has 
been more successfully used for sidewalk 
paving 

The Seeley concrete pavement consists 
of sulphur, gos-tar and pebbles. It bas 
been recently put down, and, while no re-

ment is the excessive cost of repairing the 
Macadam pavements. It evidently equals 
or exceeds the cost of simjlar repairs in 
Louisville. 

The Nicolson pavement is too well 
known in Louisville to require de- 
tailed description. In New York the mode 
ot construction seems to be essentially the 
same; in quality the work is not superior, 
and im fact from greater wear and other 
causes, at present it promises shorter dura- 
tion than that of Louisville. The popular 
verdict appears to be essentially this: that 
when well constructed of sound, dry tim- 
ber, well tarred, and in suit&ble localities, 
where it is subjected to ordinary carriage 
and wagon use, it may be depended 
upon iter at least seven years with very 
slight repairs. And during this period it 
is cleanly, noiseless and remarkably tree 
from njurious wear and tear on vehicles. 
But on streets subjected to heavy commer- 
clal travel, and especially with steep 
grades, the wear has been much more 
rapid and the pavement bas consequently 
not in those cases given satistaction. 

In Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Chicago 
the reports vary materially, but may all 
be reconciled upon the explanation given. 
In Cincinnati, especially, the location ap- 
pears to bave been particulariy unsuited to 
this pavement, the materials impertect and 
the construction faulty. A recent report 
of the City Engineer mentions extensive 
repairs upon some of the Nicolson pave- 
ments in three years, and ls adverse to their 
continuance as @ general system. 

Extensive Nicolsom contracts stil) con- 
tinue im most of these cities; and it is not 
improbeble thata practicable process may 
yet be devised to prepare the wood chemi- 
cally for longer pavementlife. With 
gremer duration it would, undoubtedly, 
sustain the expectation once entertained 
as to its usefulness. 

In cost there ie a notable difference be- 
tween Louisville and New York—there, 
#55 per square of 100 square feet; and here, 
trom $30 to §37. 

The McGonegal is similar to the Nic- 
olson, the blocks being six inches deep, 
two and three-quarter inches wide, and 
trom four to sixteen inches in length. 
Holes of one anda half inch diameter. 
bored on each bleck, and then triaagular 
grooves formed on each side, to allow close 
junction by dowels or keys o/ hard or pre- 
pared wood. This pavement is laid either 
on concrete or tarred boards. [tis claimed 
to be superior to the Nicolson pavement, 
but, although contracted for at the same 
cost, ite limited use in New York does not 
appear to sustain the claim. 

The Stafford is another variation of the 
Nicolson. The blocks, dressed to an uni- 
form thickness, are grooved in the middle 
with double dovetail, two and one-half by 
throe-fourths inches, each side of the 
block beveled at one epd and running to 
an edge, so as to form a groove on the 
upper surface. The blocks are arranged 
in convenient sections to permit renewal. 
One square of this pavement in Wall 
street, New York, has attracted favorable 
comment, but from unexplained causes its 
use bas not been much extended. 

The Brown and Miller and Robbins are 
other forms of the better class wooden 
pavements in limited use, an accurate de- 
scription of which bas not reached us. 

The Stow pavement, still another varia 
tion, has been extensively adopted in San 
Francisco, and is favorably considered 
there. The tmmber blocks, six by three 
inches, are laid directly upon a caretully- 
prepared sand or gravel toundation, and 
between these bearing biocks, a row of 
separating blocks, wedge-shaped at the 
ends, are driven down into the sand with 
rammer and swage. The spaces are then 
filled with clean, coarse gravel, well ram- 
med and saturated with hot coal-tar. Over 
al) is spread the covering course of tar and 
fine sand or gravel. This pavement, 
from bad work or other causes, does not 
appear to have given satisfaction in New 
York. The Mayor vetoed a large number 
of contracts recently ordered, upon the ex- 
press ground of the failure of the Maiden 
Lane(New York) pavement on that prin- 
ciple. 

There are several other forms of pave- 
mept— wood, composition ani concrete— 
which cannot be specially mentioned at 
this time from want of space. A brie ret- 
erence to the cast-iron pavement must close 
our somew bat extended descriptive notice. 

In New York several attempts have 
been made to use cast-iron blocks in lieu of 
stone and wood, thns tar without complete 
success, on account of cost and unequal 
settling, and also unskillful or bad work. 
ln Boston the experiment has been much 
more successful. The report states: 
“The iron block pavement has stood ad. 
mirably, and shows no material signs of 
surface wear alter ten or twelve years of 
constant use. It can be cast in such forms 
es to give the best foothold for horses 
drawing heavy loads. Itcan be kept per- 
lectly even and made as smooth as the 
Nicolson pavement, and, by its extreme 
hardness, will give much less resistance to 
wheels.” The report does not give full m- 
formation as to cost, the details of con- 
struction, or the wear of wheels and axles 

n constant use; butit is very evident that, 
in districts where good paviag material in 
stone cannot be obtained, iron must be 
eventually used for thoroughfares ot heavy 
commercial travel. 

We shall discuss, in another article, the 
application of this dearly-bought expe- 
rience of other cities to the streeta of 
Louisville, and especially with reterence 
to the recommendations of the recent mes. 
sage of the Mayor upon the repairs or the 
reconstruction of our mcre important ave- 
nues.
